ed and utilized them. It had often 
been said: that the whites had killed 
off the native game, and so forced the 
blacks to spear stock in order to pro- 
vide themselves with food. That was 
entirely wrong. There were more kan- 
ip jos, emus, and other game about 
day than ever. He accounted for 
that by the fact that the blacks had 
to a large extent given up hunting, 
ferring the food they got at the sta- 
ions, and because the settlers had 
waged a war of extermination against 
dingoes, the natural enemy of the na- 
tive game. The blacks were dying off 
in the northwest as in other parts, 
the decrease being most marked where 
goldfields had been opened up, dis- 
ease then becoming rife Among them. 
Mr. -Wittenoom said that it cost 
him a gy ammount of money to pro- 
vide for the blacks on his properties. 
On_ his main station he 48 blacks 
daily, old men, young més, gins, and 
children, and of that nuinber onty 
about ‘ten’ wére. required to do~ any 
work, It was quite a mistake to sup- 
ose that a station-owner got cheap 
abor by utilizing gue blacks. ‘In or- 
der to eee, one good boy, a station- 
owner had to keep all is relatives 
as well.
